Described by Caisson 1 as 
a good family man. Address unchanged from that 
already reported. 

3. Social. Bourgeois-intellectual. 

4. Financial. Under normal circumstances would be 
making a comfortable living from his factory. 

Now presumably receives material assistance from 
both Soviets and Americans. 

5. Political. Sympathies lie with CDU, but joined 
SED in spring 1948 in order to hold his post with 
SMA. This Base gave him approval for joining.'
